‘TY BACK TO WALL STREET. 


Knows New York Jadge Is Advocate 


braskan Speaks to Big Audience at 


egation Is Chosen. 


New York, June 20.—[Special.}—** Democ- 
racy vs. Plutocracy. That is the issue of 
the approaching campaign. It is not the 
money question, nor imperialism, or any of 
the small things that have been worrying 
us in the past, but the one great and con- 
stantly increasing aggression of the money 
power.“ said William J. Bryan tonight in his 
address at the anti-Parker convention in 
Cooper union to a crowd that packed the 
hall to the limit and left hundreds outside. 


May Want Coinage of Radium. 


„Where does Parker stand on imperial- 
ism?’ he continued. We do not know. 
Where does he stand on the money question? 

Is he for gold? We don’t know. 

„Is he for silver? We cannot tell. | 

„May be he is for radium—who can tell?” 

“The trouble with Judge Parker and the 
men who are backing him is, they are trying 
their utmost to get between Roosevelt and 
Wall street, in order to get a campaign fund 
larger than that of the republicans. 

I want to say that until you have an elec- 

tion at which Judge Parker gets more votes 
than I did, I shall insist on coming back 
here. I am entitled to say that the doc- 
trines we cherish in the west are not so un- 
popular here. 
I believe that the national convention 
should not nominate the man whom your 
state convention has recommended. The 
great question this year is not the money 
question; but it is whether we are to have 
a plutocracy ora democracy. My own posi- 
tion has been and will be, that I shall not 
attempt to“ decide upon the availability of 
Mr. Hearst or others. All I asK is that we 
have a man on whom there is not the taint 
of monopoly. 


“Cowardly, Straddling Platform.” 


Mr. Parker goes before the country on a 
cowardly, straddling platform. The demo- 
ecrats of this country are brave men. It re- 
quired brave men to stand up for democracy 
in 1896. I knew in that year men in every 


state who were threatened with bankruptcy 


for being democrats. 

What does the state platform stand for? 
It states it is opposed to unnecessary duties. 
Whoever advocated an unnecessary duty? 

I object to playing with loaded dice. We 
don't know Parker's views; but I am afraid 
some men do. My friends don't trust him. 

charge here that while Parker has con- 
cealed his views from the people he has made 
them known to the men behind him. 
What is Mr. Belmont's consideration in 
the Parker candidacy.

J denounce Mr. Parker’s candidacy as 
one carried on by trampling upon the rights 
of democrats.

He 
reminds me of the story of the men in praise 
of a child who said that it looked and 
breathed. So Parker looks at the great 
financial lights and breathes.”’ 

The platform adopted at the meeting opens 
by condemning the expansion policy of the 
republican administration. In speaking of 
the recent democratic state convention the 
platform recites that the convention in- 
structed for Parker by a vote of 301 to 149 
and that many of those who voted against 
this resolution of instruction represented 
the democratic districts of the state, where 
enthusiastic support of the nominee is es- 
sential to party success. 


Parker a Tariff Candidate. | 


The platform continues by saying that 
Parker was elected chief justice of New 
York in 1897 because the name of his op- 
ponent did not appear on the ballot of the 
Citizens’ union in New York City, and then 
says: 

Judge Parker is the candidate of tariff bene- 
ficiaries, imperialists, monopolists, arfa those who 
profit by special privileges and seek to uphold them 
as vested rights. 

The present issue is whether the beneficiaries of 
special privilege shall control the government or 
whether it shall be administered for the protection 
of the rights of all the people. 


Mixed Sentiment at Meeting. 


In many respects the gathering was a 
peculiar mixture of political expressions. 
Roosevelt's name was cheered and applaud- 
ed every time it was mentioned, while the 
name of-William R. Hearst was received 
quite as enthusiastically as that of Bryan. 
David B. Hill was attacked most bitterly 
dy. J. W. Forrest, a democrat from Albany. 
A platform was adopted, and the chairman, 
Judge Seabury of the City court, was di- 
rected to appoint a committee of twenty-five 
men to go to St. Louis to present a protest 
against Judge Parker’s nomination.

smiled when he saw that his legs were

“Will I be able to walk?“ he asked his 
nurse in a whisper. “ Will I be able to 
climb fences and trees, and ride a wheel, and 
skate?’ 

“I think you-will, Paul,” replied his nurse 
kindly, “ but you musn’t talk now, you must 
‘be quiet.” 

Quiet and smiling, and thinking and won- 


dering, Little Paul spent the afternoon in 


a bed 55 Mercy hospital counting the flies on 
ceiling. 

At 11 o’clock in the morning he had been 
operated on by Dr. Albert Hoffa of Berlin, a 
distinguished disciple of bloodless surgery. 
All his life Little Paul has been a victim 
of spastic paralysis. He has never walked— 
his life story is known’to every reader of 
THE TRIBUNE. 


Ten Distinct Operations. 


Ten distinct operations were performed on 


the lad, and over 300 Chicago physicians were f 


in attendance at the clinic. The knife was 
used. 

First the great German surgeon straight- 
ened the right leg and then the left. After 
the operation both legs were incased in plas- 
ter. The operation on one leg describes the 
operation on the other. Five distinct cut- 
tings were made on each limb. 

First Dr. Hoffa cut in at the hip from 
the front to the back. He then cut off the 
large muscle that turns the leg in and turned 


the leg out. He next cut the muscles on the 


Inner side of the leg just below the point 
where they join the pelvic bone. Then he cut 
off three outer string muscles behind and on 
the outer side of the knee. Then, golng te 
the inner posterior of the knee he severed the 
inner string muscles. Next he cut off t 
Achilles tendon, or the heel cord, to permit 
the foot to be lifted at the toes. The feet 
were then straightened, the knees fully 
straightened, and the legs rotated out and 
separated. Little Paul! was then put 
into a. plaster cast with the legs in the out- 
stretched position: 1 

The operation was pronounced a thorough 
success, and Dr. John Ridlon, who has been 
interested in the case of little Paul since he 
was first found on a doorstep by Frank Kol- 
becker nine years ago, declared that prob- 
ably in six months the patient will be able 
to walk like any other boy. 


Success Depends on Massaging. 

“The success in Paul’s case,” declared 
Dr. Ridlon, “ depends on persistent, intelli- 
gent, and long continued massaging after the 
cast has been removed. The muscles, which 
have never been used, must be educated in 
their functions. The cast will not be re- 
moved for three, or perhaps four months, and 


after its removal Paul will be obliged to 


wear braces for perhaps three months. He 
should .be able to walk by that time. Dr. 
Hoffa said this morning that he had a case 
similar to Paul's in Germany, and that just 
before his departure for this country he had 
learned that the little German lad had been 
able to walk for five hours without fatigue.”’ 

Three other children were operated on by 
Dr. Hoffa yesterday. One was little Rose- 
mary Carroll, 4 years old, a victim of con- 
genital dislocation of the hip. Dr. Hoffa 
was the first man successful in performing 
a cutting operation for this trouble.
